1 . (Previously Presented) A system in a computing environment for generating a representation 
of business policy, comprising: 

means for storing at least one compilation of business rules comprising a plurality of rules 
available to be selected for indusion in a business contract; 

means for storing at least one policy set containing parameters corresponding to selected 
lUles from the compilation of business rules; 

means for generating links between the compilation of business rules and the poUcy set to 
generate specific rules to be embodied in the business contract; and 

means for interlocking the compilation of business rules, the policy set and the Unks. 

2. (Previously Presented) The system as defined in Claim I, further comprising: 

mean for storing at least one product list filter for generating a Kst of a specified subset of 
products from a master list of products; and 

means for generating iinks between the product list filter, the policy set and the master list 
of products. 

3. (Previously Presented) The system as defined in Claim 2, wherein the product list filter 
comprises a plurality of tiers, each tier generating a Hst of a different subset of products. 

4. (Previously Presented) The system as defined in Claim 2, wherein the business contract 
comprises dynamic dements which can be altered without modifying the business contract. 
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5. The system as defined in Claim 4, in which the product list filter is a dynamic element. 

6. (Previously Presented) The system as defined in Claim I, wherein the business contract is 
locked after interlocking contract elements and the links. 

7. (Currently Amended) A method performed on a computer for [of] generating a representation 
of business policy, sais method comprising the steps of: 

a. storing in a memory of the compntBr at least one compilation of business rules 
comprising a plurality of rules available to be selected for inclusion in a business 
contract; 

b. storing inthgfliemoiy at least one poUcy set containing parameters corresponding' 
to selected rules from the compilation of business rules; 

c. generating Unks between the compilation of business rules and the policy set to 
generate specific rules to be embodied in the business contract; and 

d. interlocking the compilation of business rules, the policy set and the links. 

8. (Previously Presented) The method as defined in Claim 7. fiirther comprising the steps of: 

e. storing at least one product list filter for generating a Kst of a specified subset of 

products from a master list of product; and 

f generating links between the product Kst filter, the policy set and the master list of 
products. 



9. (Previously Presented) The method as defined in Claim 8, wherein the product list filter 
comprises a plurality of tiers, each tier generating a Kst of a different subset of products. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method as defined in Claim 8, wherein the business contract 
comprises dynamic elements which can be altered without modifying the business contract. 

1 1. (Previously Presented) The method as defined in Claim 10, in which the product Kst filter is a 
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dynamic contoit elonent. 

12. (Previously Presented) The method as defined in Claim 7. wherein the business contract is 
locked after interlocking contract elements and the links. 

13. (Previously Presented) A system for governing conduct of business activities over a computer 
network pursuant to a business contract comprising a predefined set of business rules, comprising: 

a oonMnunications interface for receiving information; and 
means for storing the business contract; 
means for receiving the information; and 

means for referencing the business rules in the business contract to process the 
information. 

14. (Previously Presented) The system as defined in Claim 13, further comprisiing means for 
generating at least one document processed according to the business rules in the business 
contract. 

1 5. (Previously Presented) The system as defined in Gaim 13, wherein the communications 
interfece displays selected information based on the business niles in the business contract. 

16. (Previously Presented) The system as defined in Claim 15. wherein the business contract 
contains representation criteria comprising product selection criteria or products exclusion 
criteria, or both, and the conununications interface displays a fUtered products list comprising a 
subset of products from a master product list. 



17. (Cuirently Amended) A method of conducting business activities performed on a computer, 
having a communications interface to [over] a computer network, pursuant to a business contract 
comprising a predefined set of business rules, said method comprising the steps of: 
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*• Storing the bu^ness rules in a memftrv of the comp uter; 

^- recdving information via [a] Jhg conmiunications interface; and 

c. referencing the business rules in the business contract to process the 
information received . 

18. (Previously Presented) The method as defined in Claim 17, comprising the fbrther step of: 

d. generating at least one document processed according to the business rules 




in the business contract. 



19. (Previously Presented) The method as defined in Claim 18, wherein the communications 
interface displays selected information based on business rules in the business contract. 

20. (Previously Presented) The method as defined in Claim 19. fijrther comprising the step of: 

e- providing the business contract with representation criteria comprising 

product selection criteria or products exchision criteria, or both, w*eT«in 
the communications interfece displays a filtered products list comprising a 
subset of products from a master product list. 
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
